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OUR LONDON CABLE 


IN DEPTHS OF STAGNATION 


Money Unlendable for the Day at 1 Per 
Cent.—August Bills Discounted at 
244 — Market Outwardly Tranquil, 
but a Growing Fear of Weak Spots 
—Position of the Banks.

LONDON, July 7.—We have been in 
the very. depths of stagnation, with 
money occasionally unlendable for the 
day at 1 per cent. Some expected, as the 
£8,000,000 or so borrowed altogether at 
the Bank of England was repaid, that 
we should see rates strengthen in spite of 


: the Government dividend payments on 


Friday; and this may come next week, 
but so far, until yesterday, there were no 
indications of anything except plethora. 

Yesterday, at last, the heavy amount 
due at the Bank and the renewal 
of £2,000,000 Treasury bills did cause 
eall money to run up to 1% and 2 per 
gent., but the market was otherwise as 
easy as before. As invariably happens 
when loans are low, discount rates flag, 
and August bills have been discounted 
at 2% per cent. In fine, the rate for 
ninety-day bills was scarcely better than 
2% per cent., and only on paper running 
into December and January is the mar- 
ket disposed to hold out for a fraction 
over 3 per cent. To see it so calm with 
such heavy calls upon it is remarkable. 
On Thursday next it must get another 
installment of consols, sweeping away 
about £5,500,000. 

It often happens that low rates express 
distryst rather than confidence, and this 
is partly the case now. Dealers in credit 
all pronounce the London market strong. 
We have no gigantic speculations to be 
financed, everybody is curtailing rather 
than extending risks, trade is shrinking, 
as our returns for last month signifi- 
cantly indicate, and yet, although these 
and, similar facts are calculated to ac- 
count for the slackness of the market, a 
growing feeling of distomfort approach- 
ing almost appreHension is common. 

We fear Germany, and many also look 
with some anxiety toward thé United 
States. From one point of view this fear 
is wholesome; it prevents us from 
launching out. I think, however, that no 
market can prolong a timorous exist- 
ence without suffering injury and some- 
where allowing the weak spots to come 
to the surface. To all appearance there 
are no weak spots in our banks. They 
have been racing each other in declaring 
excellent dividends since the month be- 
gan, and summaries of their figures usu- 
ally indicate some, though, no remark- 
able) increase in profits. 

For all that, our banking position is 
not so perfectly assured as I should like 
to see it: Nothing in the world is easier 
than for a credit institution to pay good 
dividends; the difficulty comes when de- 
positors ask for their cash: Our ban 
habitually disregard tHe risks thus aris- 
ing, and one day they are sure to regret 
their temerity. The continued decline in 
value of our Stock Exchange securities 
is in itself a danger to institutions whose 
resources are extensively locked up 
therein.- Quite a number of our banks 
have been caught by the fall in consols, 
Several are wisely writing down the 
price at which the-stock stands in their 
books from profits, others did this so 
thoroughly years ago that they possess 


; sadly 
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their stock at prices below those now 
current, but others still see loss on a con- 
siderable portion of their means. 

Our railway dividends will appear 
in contrast to yours for the past 
half year, and declines in the percent- 
ages paid promise to be universak Mat- 
ters are not improved by the new con- 
flict which has broken out between the 
three great railways running to Scotland, 
which are racing each other for all they 
are worth in competition for traffic that 
does not pay during half the year.

ON THE LONDON’ EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, July 7.—The spectacle of Eng- 
land waiting for the initiative of the United 
States in finarcial matters has become 
strangely familiar of late. The races at 
Henley this week furnished a fresh excuse 
for the absence of many members*of the 
Stock Exchange, but the fact is, any eX- 
cuse nowadays gerves those who are 
anxious to ignore the inherent and nervous 
weakness of the English market. 

Consols were a shade better last week, 
and nearly 2 points above their quotation 
during the recent slump. Home rails, as 
predicted, improved slightly. Northern 
lines were from one-half to one and one- 
half better, while Southern lines remained 
stationary or had only fractional losses. 
Interest centred in the forthcoming an- 
nouncement of dividends. Traffic reports 
show an improvement in the number of 
passengers handled, but also heavier work- 
ing expenses and a falling off in freights, 
The latter feature is important as indic- 
ative. of the general trade situation in 
Great Britain. The fact is, the railroads 
are largely themselves to blame for the 
killing of this trade by the impositién of 
excessive freight- rafes, the poor service 
rendered, and their callous indigference to 
the appeals of overburdened shippers. 

American securities, with few exceptions, 
quietly continued their upward trend dur- 
ing the past week, although the actual 
dealings during this time were compara- 
tively small. 

It is interesting to note, however, the 
change in the tone of English financial 
writers’ toward the American market. 
These writers say the American boom 
created a rush of speculation which has 
now become legitimate, and the conse- 
quent enhancement of values resulted in 
investment by powerful financial interests. 
It is simultaneously pointed out how Eng- 
lish capital has suffered, some writers 
saying it was hoodwinked by the present 
development. 

It is further said_that American railroad 
managers for many years sacrificed divi- 
dends to the improvement of equipment 
with the result that the magnificently 
equipped lines are now fully ready to cope 
with the present immense American in- 
dustrial development. These railroad ‘lines 
were financed largely with British money, 
but the lapse of many years with scanty 
dividends induced the- British investors 
largely to cast off these stocks as rubbish. 
Shrewd Americans bought in these stocks 
at the prices the Englishmen sold at, and 


have been reaping steadily the reward of 
the present advance in values. 

The Investor’s Review, which fs notori- 
ously bearish in its tone, alone dissents from 
these favorable commentaries on the Amer- 
ican market. The newspaper in question de- 
clares that under the surface a financial 
crisis 1s impending in the United States, 
and warns bankers of the enormous 
amount of American bills afloat here, and 
suggests the throwing out of a certain 
class of these bills in order to precipitate 
an immediate a which The Investor’s 
Review says could be better met now than 
after more American securities have been 
floated here. 

In connection with the tightness of money 
at the end of the year, some authorities 
seriously have been urging the banks to 
consider establishing half-yearly settling 
days—Jan. 31 and July 31—so as to bring 
the settlements after instead of before the 
semi-annual Government disbursements, as 
these naturally ease the money poker. In 
this connection the authorities in quéstion 
compliment: Secretary Gage on hi = ie 
ness in helping the tinanelal situ: ion by 
the redemption of bonds and the* fore- 
stalling of interest, &c.
